POLITICIANS OFF FOR HOME 


Legislators Leave To Vote a Their 
‘ Homes Today, | 
MANY ESTIMATES OF RESULT WERE MADE 


Betting Was Light, and Even Bryan 
Money Went Begging for Takers. 
Some Strange Bets. 


Atlanta wore an expectant look yester- 
day. 

Even the presence of a circus failed to 
drive away the air of expectancy and 
uncertainty. 

Will it be McKinley or will ft be Bryan? 

Ten thousand times the question was 
asked here yesterday. 

There was no escape. Everywhere was 
the continued political dingdong. 

The politicians who have been quartered 
in Atlanta for the last two weeks scattered 
to their homes for the purpose of voting. 

The corridors off the Kimball, where 
the seething mass has been struggling, 
had a quiet and serene appearance during 
the whole day. The headquarters of sev- 
eral candidates for the United States sen- 
ate were locked and barred. Every one 
had fled to his native heath to be ready 
for the great battle today. 

On the streets the nervous strain was 
apparent.. It was the day for the bill 
collector to thrive, but he made no prog- 
ress, for he was faced with tie continued 
Stand-off: “Wait until Wednesday.” Gath- 
ered on the street corners, in the clubs 
and in the hotel corridors last night were 
groups of excited men making estimates 
upon the result of today. 

“Will it be McKinley or Bryan? How 
will Illinois go? Don't you think Hanna 
is putting up a big bluff when he sticks 
Tennessee in the McKinley column? Is 
Michigan for-Bryan? How will the Da- 
kotas go? What will be the majority in 
New York state for McKinley? What of 
the result in North Carolina?” 

These and a thousand other questions of 
a similar character were discussed yes- 
terday afternoon and last night. No one 
Was certain, but the fact was apparent 
that the McKinley men, who up to this 
time have been wearing an air of assured 
confidence and braggart defiance, had 
weakened and were hanging all around.

It was dif- 
ficult yesterray to get even money on 
McKinley. Those who wished to risk a 
little of the free and unlimited were mys- 
tified by the conflicting statements sent 
out by the two chairmen. 

Those who kad backed McKinley won- 
dered why such states as Tennessee and 
Nevada were placed in the column of the 
man from Canton. It looked to them that 
Hanna was. playing a bold bluff game; 
that he was not assured of making out the 
sufficient majority and had to pad up 
with states that were sure to fall for 
Bryan. The muddled condition of the ta- 
ble of the manager of McKinley made the 
supporters of that faith very uneasy in- 
deed, and they wore a look of intense 
dejection. There was a herculean effort 
on the part of the gold men to brace up 
last night, but that it was an effort was 
plain. Their lack of confidence was ap- 
parent everywhere. 


They Claimed Georgia. 

The absurdity of the claims of the Mc- 
Kinley men was easily seen last night 
when a crowd of them in the Kimball 
house made the assertion that the state 
of Georgia would go for Hanna’s man. 

“T look for Georgia to go over to Mc- 
Kinley,’’ said one of the most enthusiastic 
McKinley men. “I believe that Fulton 
county and the entire state will give our 
man the majority. [I am positive that he 
will go in all over the country and you can 
look for a landslide. I belleve that Mc- 
Kinley will carry Tennessee and Virginia. 
No one can tell how Georgia will go, but I 
believe that she will fall in the McKinley 
column.” 

With such estimates as these the re- 
publicans havé fanned up their hopes. They 
are counting upon states which are at- 
knowledged by the most conservative lead- 
ers to be for Bryan. 

Waiting for the Result. 

Never has the interest in a presidential 
election been greater. Never have the 
people been stirred to such a pitch of ex- 
eitement. In Atlanta, especially, the peo- 
ple are at a high tension in anticipation 
of the result. The members of the Mc- 
Kinley Club state that they count upon 
Fulton county. They say thatthere has 
been a reversion of feeling here against 
Bryan, 

A member of the McKinley Club was 
standing last night on the corner of Broad 
and Marietta streets. 

“T believe,’”” he said, 
will go for McKinley.” 

“For how much do you 0believe it?’ 
asked a street car conductor standingi near, 

“Anything you say.” 

“Well, here’s $25; that’s all I’ve got on 
me now. I’ve got a bigger wad at home 
and if you'll wait I'll get that.’’ 

The bet Was made and when the result 
comes in tonight the street car conductor 
will be $25 in.” 

Took Him Up Quickly. 

“Dick Murphy was talking to a crowd 
at the Kimball last night. “Bryan will 
have fift@en more than is necessary to 
elect,” he said. 

“Fifteen nit,”’ said a Baltimore drummer, 

“What's the price?” said Murphy. 

‘Make it ten,” said the drummer, and 
the money was up in an finstant. ’ 

Generally speaking, however, there was 
little betting on the result last night. 

In former presidential elections stake 
money has been plentiful and there was no 
trouble to fina takers, but for some reason 
those who indulge in this kind of sport 
were wary yesterday and those who had 
bet were “hedging.” 

Just what the result will be today no one 
can declare definitely, but the trend cen- 
ters toward Bryan, and it is the general 
opinion about Atlanta that his election is 
assured.

HOGANSVILLE MAN LOCKED UP. 


W. L. Heard Confined at the Station 
House on a Serious Charge. 

‘W. L. Heard, one of the most prominent 
young men of Hogansville, Ga., was arrest- 
ed and locked in the Atlanta station house 
yesterday morning by Officer Harper on a 
warrant charging him with larceny from 
the person. Although Heard stoutly as- 
serts his innocence the evidence is against 
him, and he will be prosecuted. 

The warrant was sworn out by I. H. Lof- 
ton, a colored school teacher, from Hogans- 
| ville. "The negro claims that Heard, in con- 
nection with a * negro, robbed him of 
his watch last Saturday a week ago. The 
prosecutor has been hunting for Heard 
ever since but only located him yesterday. 

The circumstances in the case are some- 
what peculiar. On the above date it is 
said that Heard and his negro accomplice, 
whose name is unknown, were at the depot 
in this city. Lofton got off a train, and 
was approached by this unknown negro, 
who, during the conversation, managed to 
steal his watch. 

Lofton had detected the theft. in time 
to hold the thief for the purpose of giving 
him over to an officer and having him 
locked up. At this time Heard stepped up 
and claimed he was an Officer. He stated 
he would take charge of the thief, and 
Lofton believing Heard’s story turned the 
thief over to him, the latter claiming he 
would take the prisoner to the _ station 
house. 

Up to this time, however, that unknown 
and mysterious negro has nevert been 
locked in the station house. Moreover the 
police have never laid eyes on him and 
have no idea as to his whereabouts. 

Now Lofton claims that Heard and the 
negro were in partnership to rob him, and 
that Heard impersonated an officer in or- 
der to turn his dusky decoy loose. He 
states that the thief gave Heard the watch 
when he placed him under arrest. 

Lofton swore out a warrant for Heard 
yesterday and says he will prosecute him 
to the fullest extent of the law. Heard de- 
nies all knowledge of the affair, and the 
authorities are by no means satisfied of 
his guilt. The negro who stole the watch 
is being hunted, and it may be that his 
story would throw a different light on the 
subject. 

Heard will be given a preliminary hear- 
ing this afternoon. 


RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES: 


Deficit for the Year Was at the Rate 
of Ninety-Eight Millions. 

Washington, November 2.—The treasury 
Official comparative statement of the re- 
ceipts) and expenditures for the fiscal 
year to date and for October was issued 
today. It shows the deficit for the first 
third of the current fiscal year to have 
been $32,885,000, or at the rate of $95,000,000 
for the current year. 

The deficit for October was $7,696,000. The 
receipts for the first third of the year were 
$105,458,000, or $8,015,000 less than for the 
corresponding period of 189. The expendi- 
tures for the first third of the current 
year were $138,347,000, or $8,387,000 greater 
than for the corresponding period of 1895. 

The principal loss in receipts has been 
in customs, which have declined from 
$58,148,000 in the first third of 1895 to $46,- 
966,000 for the corresponding period of 1896. 
Internal revenue recéipts are prartically 
the same as they were for the correspond- 
ing period of 1895. The receipts for Octo- 
ber, 1896, were $26,282,000, against $27,901,000 
in October, 189. The principal items of in- 
crease in expenditures have been in the 
civil list, which has increased from $32,- 
689,000 in the first third of 1895, to $40,567,- 
000 for the first third of 1896. The expendi- 
tures in the war department have increased 
nearly $4,000,000, and in interest charges 
nearly $1,000,000. The expenditures for Oc- 
tober were $33,978,000, against $34,503,000 for 
October, 1895, the :saving being almost 
wholly in pensions.

Last Hight 


ROBBED ON PASSENGER TRAIN 


T. M. Zellers, of Grantville, Lost His 
‘ t.4 Cash. Ber : ; 


HIS COMPANIONS WERE ALL STUPEFIED 


Negro Shoved a Pistol Under His- 
Nose and Walked Off With a 
Good Pile. 


A highway robbery, unparalleled for its 
boldness in the history of this city, was 
reported to the authorities last night. 

T. M. Zellers, a young man twenty years 
of age, who lives in Grantville, Ga., was 
held up and robbed on an Atlanta and West 
Point train not twenty yards from the 
Whitehall street crossing. 

There were twelve witnesses to the rob- 
bery. It seems that everybody was stupefied 
from amazement and no one offered to 
help the young] man, who was stubbornly 
gazing into the depths of a 44 Colts revolver 
while its owner was hastily exploring the 
contents of his pockets. 

Zellers lost $25 in currency and some 
change in silver. He had his purse in his 
inside cout pocket, which, fortunately for 
him, the robber overlooked. The outlaw 
was a negro with Herculean strength. He 
had on a wide slouch hat, which was 
pulled down over his eyes, and it was im- 
possible to see s face. 

Zellers came to this city yesterday morn- 
ing on an excursion train from his home in* 
Grantville. A large crowd came up to take 
in the circus and the train was to leave at 
6:30 o’clock p. m. Zellers was detained on 
important business and as he turned into 
Wall street from Peachtree the train was 
directly in front of him going, out over 
the Whitehall street crossing. ; 

The young man got on the third coach, 
which was occupied by a motley crowd of 
negroes. 

“Hold Up Your Hands!” 

As the train turned the curve under the 
Broad street bridge Zellers walked through 
the coach he had boarded, intending to 
proceed to the car of the whites. As he 
opened the door and stepped out on the 
platform some one hailed him from behind. 
He turned, gazed into the depths of a re- 
volver and heard a stern voice ordering 
him to throw up his hands. Several men 
were standing en the same platform, but 
the most of them jumped off the train and 
the others were speechless from fright. 

Zellers obeyed the command and his 
hands went high in the air. Still holding 
the pistol in the young man’s face, the 
negro deliberately searched his pockets and 
took all the money he had. He did not 
touch: Zeller’s watch. 

Thinking he had probably secured all 
the booty his victim possessed, the robber 
backed into the car from which he had 
came and walked hastily toward the front 
end. 

In a. moment the news had spread 
through the rear coaches and the excite- 
ment was intense. A crowd, headed by 
Zellers, rushed to where the robbery had 
been committed, but the men standing on 
the platform stated that the negro had 
jumped off the train and had disappeared 
under Forsyth street bridge. 

He has not been seen since. 

Zellers Notifies the Police. 

Zellers would not go on to his home last 
night, but got off the train, prompted by 
the vain hope of catching the outlaw. 

He wended his way to the station house 
and reported his case to Chief Slaughter, of 
the detective department. A gbood descrip- 
tion of the negro was left at headquarters 
and it is probable he will be caught before 
night. Zellers offers a big reward for his 
arrest. 


A BOLD DAYLIGHT BURGLARY. 


Thieves Enter and Loot a Residence 
in West End. 

Ancther remarkably bold daylight burg- 
lary was reported to the authorities yes- 
terday. The residence of Mr. Louis Cook, 
at the corner of Railroad avenue and Gor- 
don street, in West End, was entered 
about 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon and a 
lot of valuable houschold goods stolen. 

The burglary was committed while the 
family were enjoying the sights of the 
circus. Instead of forcing the rear doors 
or windows of the louse as is their custom, 
the thieves effected an entrance through 
the front doof™by breaking the large pane 
of colored glass and crawling into the 
hole. They did their work directly in sight 
of the street and adjoining houses, but 
they were not detected.

Mr. George W. Collier yesterday filed a 
bill against the Hotel Aragon Company 
and its receivers, Mr. James Hickey and 
Mr. Frank Bell. 

The petition was” filed in the superior 
court by Attorneys J. N. Bateman and 
Goodwin & Westmoreland, representing 
Mr. Collier. 

Mr. Collier, who is the owner of the 


Aragon hotel, claims that he leased the 
building to Mr. Frank Bell on April 22, 


1892, for a period of ten years.The rent 4 


for the first year was to be $12,000, payable 
monthly in advance. Each year the rent 
was to be increased $1,000, making the last 
year’s rent amount to $20,000. 

It is claimed that Mr. Bell was to furnish 
all the silverware, glassware, linens, blan- 
kets, curtains and other necessary furnish- 
ings, upon which a Hen was to be created 
in favor of Mr. Collier in order to more 
fully secure him for the amount of the 
monthly rents. In January, 1893, the Hotel 
Aragon Company was formed. On October 
10th, last, a bill was filed against the hotel 
company, and Messrs Hickey and Bell 
were appointed receivers under an order of 
the superior court. 

Mr. Collier claims in his petition filed 
yesterday that the Hotel Aragon Company 
is indebted to him for rent as follows: 
July 15, 1896, to August 15th, $1,657.80; Au- 
gust 15th to September 15th, $1,657.80; Sep- 
tember 15th to October 10th, the day the 
receivers were appointed, $1,381.00, making 
a total of $4,697.10, less a credit of $1,500, 


| leaving a balance of $3,198.10. 


No rent has been paid since the re- 
ceivership, Mr. Collier alleges, with the 
exception of $300, which was paid October 
30th. He now desires to secure an order 
of court authorizing him to foreclose the 
lien and direct the clerk to issue a fi. fa. 
against the company and its receivers.

8,000 PERSONS ARE HOMELESS 


Blaze Started Under Suspicious Cir- 
cumstances in a Store 


FIRE LASTED FULLY THIRTY-TWO HOURS 


More Than Thirty Million Dollars 
Worth Property Were Destroyed 
and Five People Killed. 


Panama, November 2.—The Star and 
Herald publishes the following detailed ac- 


‘count of the conflagration at Guayaquil: 


“On the night of October 5th the port 
and city of Guayaquil ‘was visited by per- 
haps the greatest fire in history—if we ex- 
cept that of Nero’s Rome. 

“The fire is stated to have originated in 
& suspicious manner in the store of Messrs. 
Massanovich & Bowski, two North Ameri- 
can Jews. Their store was located about 
the center of the city. At the time a strong 
breeze known as ‘el morrow’ was blowing, 
and it did not subside for sixty hours, long 
after the fiery element had devastated the 
whole city to the north and northwest. 
About two-thirds of the house property 
and nearly the whole of the commercial 
quarter were destroyed. The only four 
banks in the city were razed as also three 
out of the four newspaper offices, the cus- 
tom house—containing some $1,000,000 worth 
of goods—and the church of St. Domingo,.a 
relic of the Spanish occupation. 

“The fire spread with indescribable rapid- 
ity, and at no time was the fire department 
‘able to cope with it. It simply burned itself 
out. 

“The blaze lasted fully thirty-two hours. 
Only five people have been known to have 
lost their lives. It was stated that in a 
launch, laden with furniture, which caught 
fire and was swept down with the tide to 
the island of Puna, five sisters of the 
Sacred Heart perished, but this could not 
be verified. 

“It is estimated that eight thousand per- 
sons were rendered homeless and that the 
house property destroyed aggregates $15,+ 
000,000. Goods destroyed amount to $15,- 
000,000, and the loss to the insurance com- 
panies is about $3,500,000. 

“About a fortnight after the fire the 
vaults of the banks destroyed were opened 
and all securities, etc., were found intact. 

‘“® bill has been introduced into the 
Colombian congress appropriating $30,000 in 
gold to be devoted to the sufferers of the 
recent Guayaquil fire.”’ 

The Star and Herald also says: 

“Owing to the frequency of suicides in 
Chili the daily newspapers of Valparaiso 
and Santiago propose to suspend the publi- 
cation of all details respecting such crimes. 
It is hoped that this may exercise some 
influence toward reducing the number of 
suicides,’’ 


TRIAL WILL BEGIN FRIDAY.

London, November 2.—The Clerkenwell 
sessions, to which court the trial of Mr.

assigned by Magistrate Newton, of the 
Great Marlborough street police court 
opened today. 

Chairman McConnell, of the Clerkenwell 
sessions, delivered a charge to the jury 
upon the ordinary course of the cases to be 
heard, calling especial : ‘tention to the case 
of Mr. and Mrs. Cast... in which he said 
the facts did not diffee from those consti- 
tuting a case of ordinary larceny, except in 
respect of the position of the parties ac- 
cused. Their case, he thought, was a proper 
one for inquiry by a common jury.

To File Their Claims Against the 
Bank With the Receivers.

| ‘The customers of the Merchants’ bank 

Were yesterday given rmission by the 
superior court to file their claims against 
the bank within ninety days with the re- 
ceivers, and will be allowed to participate 
in the general assets of the bank when the 
division is made. 

This important action will be pleasant 
information to the depositors, as they 
have been undecided as to what course to 
pursue to secure their money. 

Among the list of depositors with the 
bank are many carrying only a small 
amount, and they did not ‘know whether 
it would become necessary to employ conn- 
sel or not. The order of the court which 
was handed down yesterday morning by 
Judge. Lumpkin decides the question, and 
it is only necessary for the depositors to 
file their claims in order to share in the 
division of assets when the settlement is 
effected under the order of the court. 

The receivers will make a list of the 
claims filed: with them and will submit a 
statement to Judge Lumpkin at the expira- 
tion of ninety days allowed in the order 
signed yesterday. 

The order granted in the superior court 
yesterday by Judge Lumpkin is in full as 
follows: 

“It is considered, ordered and adjudged 
by the court that the depositors of the 
Merchants’ Bank of Atlanta shall be per- 
mitted to file with the receivers in tne 
above stated. case, provided the same is 
done within the next ninety days, all their 
claims as depositors against said Mer- 
chants’ bank, and that at the end of said 
ninety days said receivers report to this 
court an itemized statement of said claims 
filed with them under this said order. 

“That in said report said receivers shall 
show of the claims so filed with them which 
are undisputed and which are disputed 
claims, and to what extent said disputes 
exist. As to all of said claims net disputed 
it shall not be necessary for the owners 
thereof te be made parties to the above 
stated bill in order to participate in the 
distribution of funds in. the hands of 
said receivers, but the mere filing of such 
claims with the receivers shall entitle the 
holders of said claims to participate in the 
distribution of said funds as fully and 
compmetely as if they had been made formal 
parties. 

“As to the claims about which there is 
no dispute, the court will hereafter pass 
such other and further order as may sevcin 
best under the circumstances. 

“It is further’ ordered, considered and 
adjudged that this order shall in no way 
affect or interfere with the rights of said 
parties claiming titles to or liens upon the 
funds in the hands of said recéivers, hut 
that their rights shall be saved and adju- 
dicated as if this said order had never been 
taken, 

“It is further considered, ordered and 
adjudged that this order shall be in no 
sense obligatory upon the general deposit 
creditors, ‘but that each and every, deposit 
creditor may make himself a formal party 
to said bill, or not, as he may see fit.’

General Bragg’s Corn for Colonel, 
Irishman’s Narrow Escape. ,

Captain N. T. Bell, an old railroad con- 
ductor, who helped to build the Western 
and Atlantic years ago and afterwards ran 
on it, is in Atlanta. He spent a number of 
years on the Cincinnati Southern, Was in- 
jured some time ago and had to quit rail- 
roading. He is a brother of Captain San- 
ford Bell, a well-known conductor of At- 
lanta. Captain N. T. Bell is full of inter- 
esting reminiscences of railroading in the 
old days, and he has embodied some of 
them in a volume, 

Captain Bell says that the first railroad 
he ever saw was at Hamburg, 8. ©. He 
did not see an engine then, and the first 
engine he ever saw was at Social Circle, 
Ga., on the Georgia road. Social Circle was 
then the terminus of the Georgia road, 
which Was being built from Augusta 10 
Marthasville. Then he was thirteen years 
old. His father moved from Social Circle to 
Marietta, Ga. Captain Bell says: “I was at 
the place where Atlanta stands now when 
a small boy, and when it was called Whke- 
hall Crossroads. At that time the hotel, 
postoffice and storehouses were built of 
hewed logs. But I never once, at that

time, thought of it becoming my favorite 
city as it ig at the present day. 

“The second engine I ever saw was when 
the state road was built from Atlanta to 
Marietta. A light engine was run from At- 
lanta to Marietta one Saturday evening. 
It. was the first engine that ever ran into 
the town. When the engine whistled every- 
body in the town ran as fast as they could, 
especially the men and the boys, to one 
spot, Where the engine was to stop. I saw 
horses and mules running away, but never 
thought of my own mule until I got ready 
to go home. Then I found that it had 
broken loose and run away along With the 
others.’’ 

Some time after that young Bell Went to 
work on the read as a section hand. He 
gives this description of the roadbéd and 
track, which’ were so different from those 
of today: 

“A piece of hewed timber was laid on 
each side of the roadbed lengthwise and 
the crossties were laid on the sills, which 
were called mud sills. A square piece of 
long sawed timber, called a stringer, was 
let into the ties. The rail was a flat ifon 
rail with spike holes through the top. It 
was spiked down on top of the stringer.’ 


During the war Captain Bell was run- 
ning a train between Atlanta and Chatta- 
nooga on the state road, ‘Railroading was 
almost as bad as being in the army,” he 
says, “for men were run day and night, 
Sundays not excepted. I have gone into 


Atlanta many times, got off one train and 


stepped right on another to go back to 
Chattanooga.”’ In those days when a train 
got off schedule the conductor sent a flag- 
man ahead to flag down any train coming 


in the opposite direction. The soldiers did 


not “ike the raflroad men and used to say 
that the trainmen ought to be in the army. 
Captain Bell handled a great many Sol- 
diers up and down the road. One night 
he took the Louisiana Tigers out of At- 
lanta, and by the time they reached Chat- 
tanooga he concluded that “jungle tigers’’ 
would be a better name for them, as they 
fought among themselves the whole time, 
Two or three ‘were Knocked off the train. 
They threw the. grease buckets and train 
chains at each other and were a hard 
set. 

“In those days every man had to look 
out for himself,” says Captain Bell. “One 
night I was coming up from thé river to 
Atlanta. My engine was slipping, although 
I had nothing but a caboose. Having a 
presentment that something might happen, 
I stepped off the caboose and walked along 
behind. As we rounded a curve I saw a 
light engine coming at full speed behind us. 
I ran back and signaled the special just in 
time to avoid an accident.” 

The veteran conductor says he had for 
engineer once a man who was employed at 


the roundhouse wiping off engines. The mas--: 


ter machinist declared one day it took half 
of his time watching this wiper, and the 
latter retorted that it took all his time 
watching the master machinist. 

Captain Bell was at Dalton when the 
historic engine, the General, was recap- 
tured from the Andrews raiders, who had 
stolen it from Engineer Jeff Cain at Big 
Shanty. ‘I took a train load of coal with 
the same engine on her return to Atlanta 
from Dalton. Joe Renard; who is still run- 
ning on the Western and Atlantic, Was 
my engineer.” 

At that time the state road was handling 


‘a great quantity of corn between Atlanta 


and Chattanooga for Géheral Brage's army. 
There was a ‘colonel at Rome with some 
troops, and he used-to go down to Kingston 
and order conductors to switch out three 
or four loads of corn which were maton 
to Brage’s army. One day this colon 
met Conductor Bell’s train and ordered him 
to set out three car loads of corn.,Bell pto- 
tested, but the colonel insisted. YAnally the 
conductor pretended to consent“and said he 
would run up to the switch and back down. 
He walked up to the engine and tolfi the 
engineer to pull out for dear life. The 
engineer did so, and they left the colonel 
looking mad and swearing. A few days 
later Bell heard that the colonel had gone 
to Calhoun and was lying in wait for him, 
Conductor Bell went through Calhoun at 
the rate of twenty miles an hour, He says 
he never did see the colonel again. 

Captain Bell had .some thrilling experi- 
ences during the war, and his reminiscences 
of those days are very interesting. He was 
with Major Campbell Wallace when the 
latter left Knoxville for Georgia. General 
Longstreet moved out the same day. 

Captain Bell says that one day, When he 
Was running on the Western and Atlantic 
an engine struck an Irishman, knocked him 
off the track and hurt him pretty badly.’ 
One of the railroad men asked him what 
engine struck. him. The Irishman replied 
that ic was No. 19, but if it had been 200 
it would have killed him. 

Conductor BelFs reminiscences are full of 
droll humor and picturesque incidents, told 
in a homely way, which throw light on rail- 
roading in the south in the early days. 

No railroad man can read a pagé in his 
book withotit becoming deeply | interested 
in it.

OFFERS $125 A SHARE. 


Mr. Ryan Will Pay a Handsome Price 
for Seaboard Stock. 

Baltimore, Md., November 2.—Louis Mc- 
Lane, chairman of the committee with 
which a majority of the common stock of 
the Seaboard and Roanoke Railroad Com- 
pany is pooled, has addressed a circular 
letter to the stockholders, officially an- 
nouncing that Thomas F. Ryan, of New 
York, and associates have proposed to pur- 
chase the stock pooled under the agree- 
mént of October 2d at $125 a share in cash. 
This removes all doubt as to the price 
agreed upon.

SAVANNAH TO LIVERPOOL. 


The Central Railroad Will Have a 
Direct Line‘ of Steamships. 


Savannah, Ga. November 2.—Arrange- 
ments have been perfected between Presi- 
dent H. M. Comer, of the Central of Geor- 
gia Railway Company, and William John- 
son & Co., of Liverpool, England, one of 
the largest firms of ship owners and ship 
charterers, by which Savannah will have 
a direct line of steamers to European ports. 
Johnson & Co. are to open an office in this 
city November 15th for the purpose of ar- 
ranging all preliminary details for the 
business. The company which is to have 
charge of this shipping will be incorporated 
as the Georgia Export and Import Com- 
pany, With a capital of $50,000 to start with 
and the privilegé of increasing it to $1,000,- 
000, the object beimg ultimately that the 
company shall own ships as well -as’ to 
charter and operate them. The direct rea- 
son for this movement is the disadvantage 
to which Savannah has been put by reason 
of high ocean freight rates, as compared 
with, rates from other ports, the result of 
which hag been that Savannah has received 
less than her proportion of the cotton this 
season, from which. the railroads in this 
section, as well as the port, have been suf- 
ferers, and this movement is contemplated 
to be for the benefit of all. The ships will 
work directly wiin all the lines centering 
here and on the same conditions, and it is 
afranged that, if necessary, there will be 
enough of them to handle all the cargoes 
that are offering for any foreign ports. 
Another object in view, now that this plan 
has been accomplished, is the direct ex- 
portation of western grain through Savan- 
nah, this port-having had heretofore all 
the other advantages for such shipments 
except the proper ocean rate. The credit 
for the success of this movement is due di- 
rectly to President Comer, of the Cen- 
tral.
